At the close of the meeting which 


vas strictly private, J. W. Yarborough 
was authorized to make a statement 
to the press in which he declared tbac 
;t new series of police rules and regu- 
lations defining more clearly the func- 
tion of the chief, the police sergeants 
and the patrolman had been adopted. 
Mr. Yarborough -said that there had 
been no reprimands but that the 
1 riction unearthed at the recent en- 
quiry was gone ove rin an informal 
vay and that the commission had the 
promise of the cmef and the two 
police sergeants that all friction shall 
be eliminated henceforth and forever 
and 'that the affairs of the depart- 
ment will be diverted along smoother 
channels. 


Xo other business of importance 


was done, it was said and it seems 
that most of the time was taken up 
In dealing with amendments to regu- 
lations existing lelative to the affairs 
'jf the department. After th'e .enquiry 
Strgeant Martin said "e\erything was 
as nice as cou_!d be" and he came out 
of the commission chamber with a. 
smile.

Chief of Police 


Section 1. 
The chief of police is 


the chief executive officer of the po- 
lice department, but he is always sub- 
ject to the orders and regulations of 
the mayor, and it is his duty to pro- 
mulgate such orders and regulations. 
He shall be under the control of the 
mayor for the purpose of enforcing 
peace and order, and executing the 
lavs of the State and the ordinances 
of the city; and it shall be the duty 
of the police force to respect and 
obey all orders of the chief not in 
conflict with these rules and regula- 
tions. 
,i 


Section 2. It shall be his duty at 
all times, day or night, to preserve 
the public peace; prevent the com- 
mission of crimes, and arrest offend- 
ers; to protect the right of persons 
and of property; to regard the public 
health; to report nuisances in the 
streets, alleys and other places; to 
provide proper police force at llres to 
protect 
the 
firemen 
and 
property 
thereat; to enforce obedience to all 
ordinances of the council which are 
applicable to police or health; to see 
especially that the rules and regula- 
tions of the mayor are carried into 
effect, and to discharge such other 
duties as may be required of him by 
the city ordinances. 
Section 3. He shall make a writ- 
ten report to the mayor and police 
commission every month, showing 
the condition of the police, the num- 
ber of times each policeman has been 
absent during the month, the cause 
of such absence. 


Section 4. He will be responsible 


for the good order of the city and for 
the general good conduct of the men 
and officers of the police force. It is 
enjoined on him to pay frequent vis- 
its at uncertain hours to various por- 
tions of the city and thus be able to 


i supervise the conduct of all subor- 
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Efforts to secure admission to the 


session of the commission was fruit- 
less. 
When enquiries* were made at 


the door the commission through its 
chairman, Mayor Wooding, said that 
the pre.-s would not be admitted. 


After the session was over it was 


declared by Mr. Yarborough that the 
commission felt that it was against 
public policy to admit the press to 
the police commission meetings.

lice department might be hampered 
if the procedsngs were made public.

Peter Williamson 


Dies In Reidsville 


RKIPSVILLJS. X. C.. Fob. 14.—P"t- 


er H. Williamson, one of Rcldsville's 
boat known and highly regarded cit- 
izens, passed away at his home on 
LawHonvUle avenue Sunday night at 
midnight. 
He was 77 years of ase 


and is survived by his widow and sev- 
eral nephews and nieces. 
His death 


was due to a stroke of paralysis sus- 
tained several weeks ago. 


Mr. Williamson was a native or 


Cafswell county and located in Reids- 
x-llle 
some 05 years ago. 
and for 


many years conducted a large mer- 
rantile establishment here. 
He was 


adjutant 
of Scales-Boyd 
Camp of. 


Confederate 
Veterans. 
For 
many 


years past he has "been a justice of 
tho peace and trial magistrate. 


During the war he was a lieutenant 


(at the age of 19) Jn the home guards 
of Caswel leounty. He was a consta- 
ble during the famous "Kirk war" in 
Caswell county during Reconstruc- 
tion days when that country was un- 
der martial law. On one occasion he 
served a warrant issued by a local 
magistrate on General Kirk in com- 
mand of federal troops stationed in 
that county. 
Kirk was so enraged 


that he tore up the warrant and had 
young "Williamson arrested and put 
in jail. 
This was a few days after 


the hanging by unknown parties of 
"Chicken" Stephens. The Yanceyville 
jail was too small to hold the many 
prominent 
Caswell county 
citizens 


who had been arrested by Kirk's men. 
and many of them were confined and 
guarded in the courthouse.

Williamson was locked in the room 
in which Stephens had been killed.

Motley Identifies 


Negro Assailant 


Former Danville Man, At- 


tacked in Store at Greens- 


boro, Appears in Court. 


P.. R. Motley, a former Danville 


merchant, who several weeks ago 
was brutally assaulted at his store in 
Greensboro, yesterday fully identified 
William Simpson, a negro, as the 
man who attacked him with an iron 
bar from behind and caused injuries 
which nearly resulted in his death. 
The following account of the prelimi- 
nary hearing if taken 
from 
the 


Greensboro paper: 
"Will Simpson, the negro charged 


with assaulting R. R. Motley. West 
Lee street grocer and almost killing 
ing him. was given a 
preliminary 
hearing in city court yesterday morn- 
ing and was bound in to Superior 
court by Judge 1>. H. Collins. Bond 
was placed at ?2.000. in default of 
which Simpson was sent back to jail. 
He will be tried at the March term of 
court.

Motley.'of Simpson, as the man who 
:-nme to his store «>n the night of De- 
cember 27 and. when Mr. Motley's 
li.-ick was turm-d. hit him over the 
head with a 12-inch iron bolt was the 
strongest testimony against the ne- 
gro.

oooks, who spoke in dramatic fashion 
111 opposition to a State censorship In 
Virginia. 


"The fight has just begun," declared 


B«nator G. Walter Mapp, an advocate 
of the bill. 
Senator Mapp indicated 


ihat as soon as practicable a motion 
will be made to discharge the com- 
mittee from further consideration of 
sentignthe measure and put it on the 
senate calendar so that the fight can 
b« renewed on the floor of the sen- 
ate. 


"The 
argubent of Dr. Dixon was 


more dramatic thtn it was logical and 
•i-onvincing," declared Senator Mapp. 


Dr. Dixon said he was here as an 


author, 
representing 
the 
Authors' 


league of America, 2,000 writers, 
who, without u single exception, "ask 
you to throttle at its birth this idea of 
censorship 
of 
human thought." 
A 


film, he said, is printed matter arid 
cannot bo sent through the mails, if 
obscene- or indecent. Its invention had 
meant as great an advance in human 
thought as had the invention of the 
printing press itself. 


"If you pass these bills." said Dr. 


Dixon dramatically, "any author with 
the brains of a lizard would have to

moving picture censorship bill v,-hich 
was up two years ago, and which was 
defeated after the somewhat spectac- 
ular appearance of David Wake Gnf- 
fith, the well-known producer, in op- 
position to the measure. This proved 
but a 
temporary 8et-back and 
the 


powerful moral reform bloc In the 
Assembly is now behind the new cen- 
sorship bill with Senator Walter Mapp 
of Accomac, patron of the measure 
Thomas Dixon, author of the Clans- 
man, appeared 
before the 
Senate 


Committee yesterday 
and 
made 
a 


stfong plea against State interference 
or censorship of moving pictures ind 
the committee adroitly passed by Llie 
bill 
It will now come up on the floor 


and be decided one way or the other.

To our way of thinking moving pic- 


ture censorship must come from the 
>producers themselves to be effective 
and there is already a healthier trend 
of the type of pictures which are be- 
ing made. The sensual picture 
is

ducer can go, there Is a wholesome 
reaction in favor of thrills produced

13.—Efforts 


of House military eomrnitteemen to 
sxact a pledge for the manufacture of 
fertilizers during the 100-year life of 
the proposed contract by Henry Ford 
for purchase and lease of the govern- 
ment's properties at Muscle Shoals, 
Ala., failed today. 
AV. B. Mayo, ap- 


pearing before the committee a» the 
personal representative of Mr. Ford 
declared the 
Detroit 
manufacturer 


was not willing to modify his offer In 
any of its existing provisions unless 
it was to clarify language only and 
not to alter the plan itself. 


Committeemen also failed in their 


attempts during examination of .Ma- 
jor J. H. Burns, chief of the ammuni- 
tion division of the army's ordnanc" 
depar.ment, to adjust differences of 
opinion between ordnance olflcers and 
those In the judge a(lvocdift-g<.-n»ral'h- 
department with regard 10 ih^ War- 
rior power plant. Major Burns insist- 
ed throughout an extended interroga- 
tion that the government was obligat- 
ed to «ell that property to the Ala- 
bama Power company or remove it 
from their grounds. 
He declared it 


could not be sold to Mr. Ford as a 
part of the Muscle Shoals project un- 
less the governmnt violated a con- 
tract with the company. 


Previously officers of the judge ad- 


vocate-general's department had said 
the contract/ was non-enforceable. 


Statements by Major Burns that 


the Warrior plant was not essential 
to the Ford plan were countered lat- 
er 
by- Mr. Mayo who declared the 


power developed thre was needed and 
?»lr. Ford would demand a clear ti:le 
to that unit as specified in his offer. 
This situation was regarded by sev- 
eral committee members as interpos- 
ing a difficult obstruction 'to be over- 
come before they could return the 
J-ord plan to the House for disposi- 
tion by that body while others declar- 
ed they could se no solution at all 
unless the contract with the company 
was' violated. 


When th£ committee worked on the 


Ford offer at the capiiol. Secretary 
Weeks continued study at tha War 
department of the other offers he ha<= 
on Muscle Shoals. 
He notified Fred- 


erick fingstrum of Wilmington, N. C., 
that he would rive him a hearing 
Wednesday morning after which he 
would submit his offer to Congress 
The secretary has stated that the 
Engstrum proposal as amended ap- 
peared "to be befer" than it was as 
originally submitted. 


Mr. Mayo told the committee Mr. 


Ford Intended to manufacture fer- 
tilizers In their finished forms and 
would not produce exclusively their 
nitrate ingredients. 
He also declar- 


ed that not more than eight per cent 
profit would be imposed and that it 
was Mr. Ford's intention to deliver 
the completed product direct to~ the 
fairmer, preventing their purchase by 
: agencies which might buy them and 
' possibly fix the 
price 
before 
they 


reached the fanner's hands. 


Question by several committeernen 


developed tha: it was Mi. Ford's in- 
tention to use all the power develop- 
ed by the water projects and other 
plants for his own purposes at Mus- 
cle Shoals. 


It was not the Intention, Mr. Mayo

Daughters of Novelist Have 


Shooting Took Place Sunday 


Morning in Mitchell 


County, N. C. 


Louis Edwards, son of Policeman 
William 13. Edwards. 
of! 
Danville, 


convicted of hilling Policeman Mc- 
Cuiston, of Greensboro, and given a 
ten-year sentence by the North Caro- 
lina' courts, was shot and seriously 
wounded Sunday morning in Mitchell 
county. X. C.. by a guard of the con- 
vict c:"mn>, where Edwards was work- 
ing. Ten buckshot entered Edwards' 
left knee and four entered his right. 
It is feared that Edwards' left leg 
will have to be amputated. 
The story that comes out of Mitch- 
ell county is to the effect that a 
quantity of dynamite had been smug- 
gled into the convict camp, where 53 
convicts were working a mine, being 
hired out by the State. 
Some con- 
vict. 'noy"£d-ivards threw a stick of 
dynamite into the sentry box with 
the evident purpose of killing the 
guard, thus -enabling the convicts to 
make a dash for liberty. The dyna- 
mite failed to explode, and the sentry 
in his excitement threw his gun to 
his shoulder and fired at a crpwd of 
convicts, hitting Edwards and an- 
other convict named Willie Owens, 
of Raleigh. 
Just what medical treatment Ejd- 


wnrda received at the camp is not 
known HP ws»s put on Southern train 
Xo. 1-. somewhere near Asheville. 
today and sent to the "State hospital 
in Raleigh, being- changed to the Ral- 
eieh train in Greensboro.

The guard said to him. "Why 
don't ''on throw another stone against 
the wall?" and Edwards said that 
he did not catch the implied warn- 
ing in the tone and did thro.w an- 
other stone, whereupon the sentry 
shot him 
The same load of buck- 
shot that hit him also hit Owens. 
Owens wa? not badly hurt. 


Jn his ace«»unt of the shooting Ed- 
wards said that no dynamite had 
been smugsl^d into the convict camp.
